Instructor Describes Only Course 
of Kind in Canada for Service 
Personnel . 


SCHOOL AT REGINA 


Veterans Can Equip Themselves 
‘for Responsibility in 
Employment of Co-ops

EDMONTON, Alta.—There is one 
school in Canada—and only one— 
at which service personnel may obtain 
vocational training to fit them for 
employment in co-operative enter- 
prises. : 

It is situated in Regina, Saskatche- 
wan, and its manner of operation 
was described at the University Short 
Course and Co-operative Conference 
in Edmonton by Captain Roy Borrow- 
man, the instructor in charge. 

The Albertans in attendance became 
envious of the sister Province and 
decided to make representations to the 
proper authorities in order that in 
this Province also similar facilities for 
veterans of the armed forces. may be 
made available. The conference direct- 
ed that the Rehabilitation Board be 
approached with a view to including 
“in its program of vocational] training 
for. dischaveed personnel a course de- 
signed to equip those interested for 
employment in co-operative business 
enterprises.’”’ 


Origin of Course 


The course now available at Regina, 
Captain Borrowman explained, had 
its origin in that city in November, 
1943, when government officials and 
leaders in the field of co-operation 
conferred, and it was agreed that the 
co-operatives could name the instruc- 
tor, subject to certain requirements, 
and he would be paid under the 
vocational training plan. Captain 
Borrowman was pe AOE from the army 
to take the position, and began work 
on the syllabus in August, 1944. The 
course is financed by the Rehabilitation 
Board of the Dominion, through the 
Saskatchewan Department of MHdu- 
cation. 

Selection of personnel to attend the 
course was left to the Co-operative 
Union, who chose men with a view to 
their occupying positions of responsi- 
bility in co-operative stores. Previous 
experience'in store work is preferred, 
but not essential. The syllabus is 
compiled with a view to giving those 
who take it a basic knowledge of the 
theory and practice of co-operation, 
and its application in Canada. Mer- 
chandising is discussed, and such 
problems as rationing and taxes are 
studied; while managers’ relations with 


_ Boards of Directors, etc., are outlined. 


There is a comprehensive course in 

bookkeeping. Filing and letter writing 

and mathematics are dealt with.

Dominion-wide Body Submits 
Proposals for Agriculture to 
Dominion Cabinet 


MANY RECOMMENDATIONS 


Brief Deals With Policies for All 
Branches of Farming 
Industry

OTTAWA, Feb. 26th.—A compre- 
hensive brief containing a wide range 
of recommendations has been _ pre- 


' sented by the Canadian Federation of 


Agriculture to the Canadian Cabinet. 
In making the presentation the repre- 
sentatives of federated agriculture 
said that ‘tone of the most outstanding 
and highly encouraging developments 
in Canadian agriculture’? was the 
degree of participation in national 
affairs that had been accorded the 
farmers of Canada in recent years. 


Proper Balance of Prices 

A definite forward looking food price 
policy, it was stated in the brief, is 
essential in preparing to meet the 
problems of the postwar period. What 
is needed is not necessarily high prices 
but high purchasing power. Of great 
importance is equality of economic 
returns as between various groups in 
the nation and _ stability in prices 
and costs, that is the establishment 
and maintenance of the proper balance 
between farm and non-farm groups. 

The floor price legislation that has 
been passed is appreciated, but cost 
of living bonuses have been incorpor- 
ated in basic wages, without the farm- 
ers being assured that subsidies would 
be incorporated in basic farm prices. 
If costs of distribution are to con- 
tinue at present margins, if capital 
employed in agriculture is to receive 
rewards of) recent years and if the 
greater part of industry is to hold the 
protection it has enjoyed, this means 
that the price level will be relatively 
high, and relatively high prices for 
agricultural products will be necessary 
to keep equality of exchange. If a 
low priced food policy is to be adopted, 
then all other prices, wages, interest 
rates and rewards for services should 
be brought into line. A cheap food 
policy at the expense of agriculture 
would be a costly blunder. 

The brief asks that there should 
not be any return to laissez faire 
methods in marketing farm products, 
but that the now proven policy of 
systematic co-ordinated production 
and marketing of these products 
should be d¢ontinued and improved; 
it asks for the enactment of Federa 
marketing legislation for the control 
of the marketing of natural products 
in-interprovincial trade and in export 
trade. It urges the importance of 
grading of farm products, with the 
grades carried through from eames

Farmers Can Choose Year 
Participation Certificate 


Payment Shall Be Taxable 


Farmers receiving payments on par- 
ticipation certificates from the Cana- 
dian Wheat Board have a choice as 
to the year on which they shall apply 
for taxation purposes, according to a 
recent press statement by C. H. Cotter, 
Income Tax Inspector, in Calgary. 

‘For income tax purposes these may 
at the option of the farmer, be treated 
as income of the year in which the 
grain was delivered, or the year in 
which the certificate was received and 
cashed”? Mr. Cotter stated. 

“Tf the first method is chosen, re- 
turns for that year which have been 
assessed will be adjusted by adding to 
the income already reported the addi- 
tional income, and an amended assess- 
ment issued for the increased tax, 
together with interest at 5 per cent from 
the statutory date of filing the return 
which has been adjusted.” .

to consumer, full consideration being 
given to nutritional value of produot, 
palatability and other factors, and 
with more attractive differentials for 
top grades. It asks for more effective 
provision for oherking of grades, 
weights and tests on behalf of the 
producer. It urges measures for more 
orderly marketing of livestock and 
other farm products and the expansion 
and improvement of government ma- 
chinery for the inspection, handling, 
grading and sales promotion of Cana- 

dian products in export markets. 


Floor Prices 


Floor prices for agricultural pro- 
ducts should be adopted as a per- 
manent feature of our national agri- 
cultural policy, not simply for the 
transitional period.. The prices sup- 
port program should be broadened 
in its scope. The Federation asks 
that it be consulted in relation to the 
personnel of boards which will operate 
under the floor prices legislation. 


Livestock Board 


The brief asks for the appointment 
of a Board of Livestock Commission- 
ers. This would be the best means 
of solving problems of livestock mar- 
keting, assembling, grading, processing, 
transportation, etc. It also asks that 
the Government adopt a policy of 
paying feed costs on Sehstaek delayed 
in stockyards as a result pf congestion. 


$1.25 Initial Payment 


An initial payment of not less than 
$1.25 a bushel for wheat for 1945 and 
1946 erope is asked, with the Canadian 
Wheat Board continued as the sole 
marketing agency, with the board 
taking delivery of all wheat thut can 
be marketed, the minimum delivery 
being 280,000,000 bushels. The pres- 
ent ceiling of oats and barley should 
be established as the initial payment, 
with the present-equalization _pay ments 
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Quality Guaranteed 


on these grains being maintained as 
long as the present policy of furnishing 
feed grains to the East continues. 
It asks that the Wheat Board be the 
sole marketing agency for coarse grains 
and for flax and that the board priee 
for flax be $3.25 a bushel. 
Regulation Wheat Supply 

In relation to the _ international 
wheat agreement, the suggestion is 
made that regulation of wheat acreage 
is not the most effective method of 
preventing excess production. It 
would be better to regulate supply 
by an exporting nation applying 
quotas to deliveries from the farms, 
unmarketable wheat being retained 
on the farms. When a minimum 
world price is set it should establish 
“a proper value for this important 
food commodity.” 

Dairy Products 

In relation to dairying, it is sug- 
gested that cheese prices be set at 25 
cents a pound plus quality premiums, 
that sulsidy for butterfat be fixed at 
12 cents a pound until October Ist 
and at 15 cents between that date and 
April 30th, and that the present subsidy 
on milk of 55 cents per hundred be 
continued: throughout the. year. A 
30 cent subsidy on concentrated milk 
is also asked, and the continuance of

the Z cent consumer subsidy on milk. 

The brief made representations on 
the uncertainty caused by seasonal 
importations of fresh fruits and vege- 
tables without some import regu- 
lation and a long term policy te-guide 
producers. It urged more extensive 
facilities and larger appropriations for 
agricultural research. It said that 
injustice was caused by some features 
of the Wartime Income Tax Act as it 
applied to farmers. In particular it was 
suggested that incomes of farmers 
should be averaged over four years. 
The brief asked for the widest possible 
application of the National Housing 
Act and Farm Improvement Loan Act 
to rural areas. 

International Agreement 

The Federation emphasized the 
importance of international agreement 
guiding the distribution of food sup- 
plies. It endorsed in principle the 
permanent Food and Agricultural Or- 
ganization to be set up when it is 
approved by twenty of the United 
Nations. It urged- the Canadian 
Government to give its approval. The 
Federation declared in favor of the 
establishment of international com- 
modity councils “‘to plan production 
and distribution on the basis of multi- 
lateral agreements’’.

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RED CROSS APPEAL 


No good citizen of Canada can fail to respond 
liberally to the national appeal which is now being 
made in behalf of the Canadian Red Cross. The 
objective for the Dominion is $10,000,000, of which 
Alberta’s share is $400,000. : 

- No other responsibility of citizenship stands higher 
at this time for those of us who remain at home in 
Canada—no duty is more compelling—than that of 
supporting to the extent that may be in our power, 
the services of mercy which are being carried on in 
every part of the world, and in our own country, 
wherever the need for help exists. 


It ig natural that we should think first of those 
who are nearest to us. The knowledge that our. 
prisoners of war. taken in various theatres of op- 
erations have literally been kept alive in many 
cases by Red Cross parcels from Canada, should be 
sufficient to ensure the utmost generosity in the 
response to the present appeal. No fewer than 
13,460,000 food parcels have been sent by the 
Canadian Red Cross to these gallant lads in the 
enemy’s hands. Contributions to be provided out 
of this year’s budget will be $5,020,000, but the 
Canadian Society will pack parcels (for British, 
Australian and Allied prisoners) worth $15,000,000, 
for which it will be reimbursed. 

The gross budget of the Society for 1945 is 
$37,600,000. Of this $27,600,000 will be provided 
by various reimbursements from governmental 
quarters and other sources of income, leaving the 
balance to be made up in the present campaign. 


It is interesting to note that of the gross budget, 
the sum of $8;000,000 is allocated for urgently needed 
relicf for the liberated peoples who are our Allies. 
Those Canadians who are concerned that relief should 
be made available to any particular one ‘of our 
Allied peoples can be assured that by subscribing 
to the Red Cross at this time they will be providing 
effective help. At the head of the list stands “Cana- 
dian Aid to Russia”, for which $2,200,000 is to be 
provided. Other relief funds to receive benefits are: 
China War Relief, $1,250,000; Canadian France 
Relations $1,100,000; United Polish Relief $1,100,000; 
British War Relief $300,000; and funds for the fol- 
lowing countries: Czechoslovakia, $450,000; Greece, 


‘$1,000,000; Netherlands, $250,000; Norway, $250,- 


000; Luxembourg, $10,000; Yugoslavia, $600,000.

Preparing for Days Ahead 


It js thus helping Alberta co-opera- 
tors—directors and executives and 
staffs—to prepare themselves for the 
difficult times to come, of which Mr. 

It is pre- 
paring them for a constructive role in 
resisting the tide of reaction, and in 
pressing towards new achievement in 
co-operative enterprise. 

Both the Store Managers’ and A.L.C. 
sections, opened in the earlier part 
of the week, proved highly satisfac- 
tory to those who were able to take 

art. A great deal of practical know- 
edge was acquired, including a know- 
ledge of bookkeeping for co-operative 
business institutions. 

We can do little more at this time 
than refer to the subjects of addresses 
at the sessions planned for all groups. 
Captain Borrowman (see article else- 
where) brought ideas and experience 
from which we trust Alberta will 
profit in the training of service per- 
sonnel. Roy German, the secretary 
of the Alberta Wheat Pool, gave 
advice from a long experience upon 
the place of the Secretary in a Co- 
operative organization. e wish that 
address, full of epigram and sound 
observation, could be read by every 
secretary. - President George’ E. 
Church of the U.F.A. \stressed the 
point that the first ‘step towards 
consolidation of the co-operative move- 
ment must be extended education. 
In the consumer field a- distinct step 
forward had been taken in the decision 
to develop a single wholesale to serve 
both major bodies. Most encour- 
aging figures on progress made in 
organization work for C.C.I.L., were 
given by the President, John Brown; 
while W. A. Macleod of the Canadian 
Wheat Pool, Winnipeg, surveyed the 
world wheat situation and explained 
the plans of the International Wheat 
Committee. Dave Smeaton, Manager 
of Alberta Co-operative Wholesale 
declared .that co-operation applied 
only to a part of our economic life 
would not be enough. It must become 
all-embracing. 

There was a large and attentive 
audience for M. . Forter, &.C., 
counsel. for the Alberta Wheat Pool, 
whose able address on ‘“‘Taxation and 
Co-operatives”’ clarified essential points 
in fenpork to this most topical of issues. 
Ellis Johnstone, Manager of the Cen- 
tral Alberta Dairy Pool, gave a well- 
balanced account of the problems 
which must be faced in this field; and 
F, J. Fitzpatrick’s figures on growth 
of co-operatives and credit societies 
in Alberta were most encouraging.

Lubricating Oils 
Part I 
While I have yet to hear of anyone 
diluting gasoline or other fuel in order 
to make it go farther, it is rather 
surprising how many people there are 
who are prepared to undertake weird 


experiments with their lubricatin 
oil, such as mixing new oil with ol 
oil, etc. 


Of the two, experiments with fuel 
would be much safer, for in this case 
the engine would either lack power 
and force the operator to investigate 
or it would simply quit because of an 
improper mixture. But where the 
oil has been tampered with, the engine 

_ gives no such warning, or if it does 
ive a warning in the form of. over- 
heating, loss of power and falling oil 
pressure, it only does this after a 
certain amount of damage has been 
done.

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friction, which is the resistance be- 
tween two bodies in contact which 
tends to prevent their motion on each 
other. This friction is partly due to 
the roughness of the surfaces making 
contact with each other, for no matter 


hhow finely-machined a part is, and no 


matter how smooth appearing ft may 
be, if it is magnified it will easily be 
seen that irregulatieies exist, these 
appearing as hills and hollows; there- 
fore, without lubrication (or without 
proper lubrication) these two surfaces 
will bear one upon the other, the 
“hills” of one surface interlocking 
with the ‘“‘hollows’’ of the other, with 
the result that the “‘hills’’ are either 
torn off or the “‘hollows’’ are enlarged 
and so on till the parts are worn out. 

To eliminate this wear so far as is 
possible (it cannot be entirely elim- 
inated) we use lubricating oil, and the 
desirable qualities in a lubricant dre 
as follows: 

(1) Body. 

2) Viscosity. 

3) Freedom from gumming. 

4) Stability under temperature 
changes. 

(5) Absence of acidity. 

(6) Freedom from .foreign matter. 


What ‘‘Body’’ Méans 


The “body” indicates that the oil 
‘possesses a certain consistency of 
substance which will prevent it from 
being squeezed out from between the 
rubbing surfaces. The particles of the 
oil should adhere to the surfaces, thus 
preventing metal-to-metal contact. 

There should be a certain ‘‘fluidity’’, 
which is a certain lack of cohesion 
betweenythe oil particles, thus per- 
mitting it to flow easily. So long as 
“fluidity” does not oppose “body” 
it is a desirable quality. Excessive 
“fluidity” permits the oil to run off 
too quickly, thus causing waste and 
lowering lubrication efficiency. And 
excessive fluidity is immediately brought 
about when the oil is diluted by means 
of old oil or by other unsuitable con- 
ditions. 


“Stability under temperature chang- 
es’ is extremely important, as lubri- 
cants should retain their good qualities 
even when under high temperatures, 
as in steam engines and Diesel engines, 
or under low temperatures as in ice 
machines or exposed bearings, etc. 

The Refining Process 

In the process of refining, gasoline 
vaporises at a comparatively low 
temperature and is led off; kerosene 


vaporises at a higher temperature and | 


is likewise led off, while lubricating oil 
vaporises at a still higher temperature; 
thus it will be seen that in refining, 
all constituents lighter than the de- 
sired ‘‘body’” are led off, as their 
inclusion is not desirable. 

As_ I have previously indicated, 
the desirable quality of a lubricant 
is that it should cling to the surface 
with reasonable tenacity and thus 
revent metal-to-metal contact and 
y virtue of its “body” maintain a 
film or ‘cushion that will not be 
squeezed out at operating pressures 


‘ and temperatures. 


Thus it will readily be seen that 
lubricating oil that has been diluted 
has its ‘body’? weakened and _ its 
capacity to maintain a safe protective 
film impaired; the degree of this 
impairment being in direct. ratio to 
the amount of dilution.

Alberta Dairymen’s Association 
Holds Successful Convention 
in Calgary—Ritchie President 


Delegates and guests to the number 
of five hundred thoroughly enjoved the 
banquet which brought .to a close the 
recent successful annual meeting of the 
Alberta Dairymen’s Association, in the 
Palliser Hotel, Calgary, with Dr. H. R. 
Thornton, Edmonton, as toastmaster. 
Presentations were made to Professor 
J. B. Fitch, ‘of the University of 
Minnesota, and to H. C. Shiplett, 
retiring president. 

J. 8. Ritchie, South Edmonton, was 
elected president at the final business 
session. W. L. Perley, Calmar, and 
R. Stanley, Edmonton, were elected 
vice-presidents, and D. H. McCallum, 
Edmonton, secretary-treasurer. Direc- 
tors elected were B. Reid Clarke, 
Didsbury, H. N. Tucker, Springbank, 
J. Mader, Glen Park, and D. Morke- 
berg, Markerville. 


Raise Level of Whole Herd 


Better feed, more emphasis on 
breeding, and improved housing were 
advocated by Professor Fitch in ad- 
dressing the convention, as means of 
increasing dairy production this year. 
He Heeominended efforts looking to 
the securing a high-producing herd, 
rather than high production from 
individual cows. He urged the neces- 
sity, however, of registering pure-bred 
cattle and of keeping complete records 
of production. Warning against over- 
enthusiasm about artificial insemina- 
tion, he declared it was essential that 
bulls of superior milk-producing strains 
be used. 


Alberta Cows in Lead 


Government measures affecting the 
dairy industry, though looked upon as 
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war measures, might be continued with 
advantage, said D. H. McCallum, 
Provincis! Dairy Commissioner, refer- 
ring particularly to the increased 
consumption of dairy products. Milk 
production in Alberta had reached an 
all-time high in 1944, he. said, the 
estimated, total. being 1,850,863,000 
pounds, an increase of '8 per cent over 
1939; since the number of dairy cows 
had decreased from 429,200 in 1939 to 
385,500 in 1944, a substantial increase 
in efficiency. In fact, Federal Gov- 
ernment statistics showed that in 1943 
the average production of Alberta 
cows was 143 pounds more milk and 
five pounds more butterfat than the 
average for all Canada. : 


Hay Often Cut Too Late 


Crested wheat grass has no future in 
Alberta, declared Principal James Mur- 
ray, of the Olds School of Agriculture; 
timothy and brome were much better 
in all areas of the Province, he said, 
especially in the dry areas. He warned 
of the loss of protein content in hay 
cut too late. Timothy hay drops from 
12.5. per cent protein content to 6.8 
from the time the crop comes into 
head until the seed is formed, he said. 


World Needs More Food 


In spite of many advances in scien- 
tific agriculture, and in mechanization, 
there has never been a_ world-wide 
surplus of food, said Dean R. D. Sin- 
clair, of the Facultv of Agriculture 
of the University of Alberta. Referring 
to the Hot Springs Conference, he said 
that national health and agriculture 
have a close relationship; that greater 
food production was necessary, and, 
to this end, he advocated more research 
and experimental work, more education 
in agriculture and nutrition. He men- 
tioned the competition of various syn- 
thetic products with natural foods. 


Electricity on Dairy Farms 

Dairy farmers can make most use 
of electricity, said Professor Andrew 
Stewart, of the University, in dis- 
cussing rural electrification projects 
in the Province, because of the number 
of pieces of equipment which might be 
electrically driven, and the long hours

Winter feeding problems were dis- 
cussed by H. L. Patterson, Winnipeg 
To maintain milk production at some- 
thing approaching summer levels re- 
quired the feeding of large quantities 
of ‘concentrates, such as oats, and 
barley. 

Not only do cultivated grasses and 
legumes provide efficient feeds for live- 
stock, but they are the answer to many 
soil improvement and weed control 
problems, said W. N. Bentley, Pro- 
vineial Supervisor of Crop Improve- 
ment. ; 

Bang’s Disease 


Under the plans for control of Bang’s 
Disease now in operation in the 
Province, applications have been made 
for vaccination of 4,502 calves, and 
of these 2,494 have already been 
vaccinated, said Dr. A. Lloyd Jones, 
Provincial Animal Pathologist, and 
101 herds of cuttle have been tested. 

Five thousand young men grow up 
on Alberta farms each year, and the 
farm industry can absorb only 3,500 
of them, said O. S. Longman, Deputy 
Minister of Agriculture, urging that 
efforts be made to absorb these in the 
dairy industry. 

Many technical questions were dis- 
cussed by speakers at the sessions of 
the buttermakers, and cheese-makers’ 
sections. :

Attacks on Co-ops 
Strongly Resented 


U.F.A.-A.F.U. Executives Hold 
Important Joint Session 


Expressing strong resentment of 
attacks now being made on the co- 
operatives; and dealing with other 
important matters of mutual interest, 
the Executives of the United Farmers 
of Alberta and of the Alberta Farmers 
Union, meeting in joint session Ed- 
monton on February 28th, decided at 
the close of proceedings that they will 
come together frequently in similar 
fashion in future in the interests of 
the farm people. 

Following discussion of the increase 
in the cost of production on the farm, 
the Executives asked the Wheat 
Board to continue the. initial price 
for wheat at, at least, $1.25 at the 
terminal, for 1945. The Federal 
Government was also asked to remove 
the discrimination hetween the feeder 
who buys his feed and the producer 
who grows his own by extending the 
present bonus on grain fed to stock, 
to the producer who grows his own. 

Full support was pledged to Cana- 
dian Co-operative Implements, Ltd. 
The Executives also endorsed the 
resolution, dealt with elsewhere, asking 
provision of training for discharge 
services personnel to equip them 
for employment in co-operative busi- 
ness enterprises.

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The Wheat Situation 


By LEONARD D. NESBITT, 


Superintendent of Publicity, 
Alberta Wheat Pool: 


Deliveries of wheat by producers 
in the Prairie Provinces from August 
Ist to February 16th totalled 253.4 
million bushels out of total estimated 
marketings for the year of 356 million, 
leaving a little over 100 million bushels 
yet to be delivered. At mid-February 
it was estimated that about 50 million 
bushels: of space was available in 
country elevators and annexes. A 
sad ago these facilities were plugged. 


he Wheat Board has announced that d 


up to July 3lst producers may deliver 
wheat at any elevator point where 
there is space available, the limitation 
being the quota established at that 
point. Thus, a farmer whose delivery 
point is plugged may haul to another 
i if there is elevator space avail- 
able. | 
Exports of wheat have been running 
at satisfactory levels during the fore- 
Sah of the year. However, there will 
ave to be substantial exports during 
the next five months if the year-end 
carryover is to be kept down to 320 
million bushels. If Canada exports 
340 million bushels of wheat this crop 
year she will do very well. 

The Dominion-Provinecial agricul- 
tural council recommends that wheat 
acreage be reduced this year to 
21-1/2 million acres as compared 
with 23.2 million acres in 1944. In- 
creased scedings of coarse grain and 
flax are recommended. Just how the 
farmers will react to this advice is 
questionable. The hog population in 
the Prairie Provinces is going down 
and there will. be a strong inclination 
to at least maintain acreage under 
wheat, if not increase it. 


Subsoil Moisture Meagre 

Crop prospects in the Prairie Prov- 
inces will not be too bright. Subsoil 
moisture is meagre over large. areas, 
there having been little rain last fall 
or snow this winter. On the average, 
this would indicate a mediocre crop 
for 1945. However, moisture condi- 
_tions were even worse a year ago but 
timely spring and early summer rains 
resulted in a good crop. 

In the United States “main winter 
wheat belt mild weather has removed 
the blanket of snow and wheat is 
reported to be greening as far north 
as the Ohio-Valley, Nebraska, Montana 
and Washington, and some damage 
can be expected from the recent cold 
wave. This, however, ‘can hardly be 
serious. Moisture conditions generally 
are good to excellent and the winter 
wheat plant is noted for its hardiness. 

Wheat production in Argentina is 
estimated at 156 million bushels and 
_in Australia at around 50 million. 
Argentina will not suffer from a 
dearth of supplies but Australia needs 
feed grains and increased acreage 
under wheat is indicated in Australia 
for the 1945 crop. 
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The Dairy Market

A. Convention on a number of import- 
ant questions are given below: 
Standing Vote Carried This One 
Upon many of the resolutions con- 
sidered by the Convention there were 
naturally wide divergencies of opinion; 
ut upon several subjects there was 


complete unanimity. One resolution 
carried by standing vote of the 
delegates, called for aid from the 


Dominion Government in the field of 
education and urged that the Dominion 
“accept a measure of financial respon- 
sibility in assuring every Canadian 
child equality of educational oppor- 
tunity up to the end of the secondary 
school level.” 


Permanent Membership ‘ 


By a constitutional amendment the 
Convention provided that permanent 
membership’ in the Association be 
obtainable at a fee of $5.00; ‘‘that 
those members who took out a five- 
year membership in 1944 be credited 
with $2.00 on a permanent membership

The Convention provided for exten- 
sion of the term of office uf Directors 
to three vears—approximately a third 
being clected sank vear. In order to 
“stagger” elections in futiire, it was 
provided that four of those elected 
this year shall hold office for one year, 
five for two years and five for three 
years. 

Delegates endorsed the policies of 
the Board of the Canadian Co-opera- 
tive Implements, Ltd., and directed 
the Central Office and Locals to sup- 
pee the drive for membership and 
unds. 

‘‘Post-war planners” were asked to 
give consideration to ‘‘a correct price 
for all domestic consumption if 


necessary subsidizing the exportable sur- _ 


lus. 
‘i The Federal Government was urged 
to “open the American market for 
cattle as it has done for sheep.” 
Dealing with the problem of post- 
war markets, the Convention directed 
the U.F.A. Executive to use its influ- 
ence to “promote the mutual tradin 
arrangements between Canadian an 
British Co-operatives.”’ 

Selting fe that recent surveys 
have shawn that the cost of the 
Alberta section of the Pearce Water 
Scheme would be low, this under- 
takiny was again endorsed both in ils 
irrigation and water power develop~ 
ment aspects. The U.F.A. Ezecu- 
tive was directed to press Dominion 
and Provincial authorities tv in- 
augurate the scheme as a post-war 
enterprise. 


Parliamentary Policy 


_ The Convention divided on a reso- 
lution which carried, however, by-a very 
substantial majority, asking that mem- 
bers of Parliament be pledged by the 
C.F.A. to support legislation tending 
to increase the share of agriculture in 
the national income to the same pro- 
portion as the farm population bears 
to the national population, and to 
co-operate with wha members to this 
end regardless of party. The resolu- 
tion, which the LFA. Convention 
adopted, had met with opposition at 
the A.F.A. convention on grounds of 
parliamentary practice rather than of 
the idea involved, and was amended 
by ‘the A.F.A. to provide that the 

.F.A. seek” a “feasible method’’ of 
obtaining the support of members. 
This amended resolution the A.F.A, 
had carried unanimously. 

Among other recommendations were 
these: 

Scholarships in Co-operation 


“The U.F.A. Co-operative’ was 
urged to institute scholarships in 
co-vperation ‘‘for the University’’, 
to provide leadership; and joint action 
by. co-operatives in establishing schol- 
arships for young people in co-opera- 
tion was re wee ey The resoiution 
on the establishment of Robert Gar- 
diner schulurships in co-operation at a.

These are to be 
established “in recognition of the 
great services rendered by Robert 
Gardiner to Agriculture as a member 
of the Hoase of Cc ons-and as 
President. of the U.B,A.”
